Forgiveness 
A Mystery’. . :- 


For the Christian Pacifist the 
only test of righteousness in any 
“|faith, political or religious, ts the 
absolute refusal-to kill and perae- 
cute-others-for-rofusing-it.—True, 
we maintain that any political or 
religious creed which permits it- 
nelf to kill others for refusing it 
is wrong. We do not blur the dla- 
tinction between good and evil. On 
the contrary, to us, it in’ inherent’ 
in the goodnens of the good that 
it should not resist evil by murder- 
ing its opponents. And “if it be 
argued that thia is a noble but 
impracticul faith, we reply simply 
that there is no other that can 
save humanity “from -destruction 
to-day. The essence of this faith 
of ours Is forgiveness. Forgive- 
ness, ns we admit, is, a mystery. 
But we believe that it is a very 
simple one. ta single demand ia 
that we should see our “enemy” 
as a human dbeing—a real human 
being. The Moment. that. ave sec - 
quite simply, that be is a real hu- 
man being, if becomes impossible tu 
hate hin. ‘Hatred, can ently: be 
cherished Cowards an alsatraction. 
One may feel—and it would be 
dinhuman not te feel—a passionate 
anger against a person or an In- 
atitution; but that is utterly dif- 
ferent from cherishing a hatred 
against them.

Again, in North China, the 
situation militarily was far 
from encouraging, although a 
severe Japanese setback in 
North Shansi relieves one men- 
nee to Taiyuanfu.

Now, quité frankly, that is the 
sort of story which I disbelieve at 
sight. Just as [could not believe 
that a nation fighting a losing 
battle would bave time to spend 
tattooing people’s faces or that 
it would be possible to keep lead 
liquid in a chalice without mak- 
ing it unpleasantly hot to hold in 
one’s hand. so I cannot believe 
that Milan policemen bother to 
mess‘about with scorpions when 
“something lingering, with boil- 
ing oil in it’ would be at once 
easier ,and more effective. Be- 
sides, the scorpion is a haaty- 
tempered creature and == might 
quite possibly forget, itself and 
rting a: policeman instead of the 
prisone And could a scorpion 
burrow into a man's flesh? I 
know, of course, that they sting, 
for I met a few, in South Africa. 
But the “Encyclopacdia Britan- 
nical’ says that they make no 
‘ure of their formidable-looking 
claws, Clearly this was a case 
for an expert opinion. So IT 


wrote to a man who is probably - 


one of the first authorities on the 
whole group Arachnida and ask- 
ed his opinion. With a scienti- 
fle man’s.caution, he' replied that 
under such abnormal circums- 
tances a scorpion might do some 
superficial damage, but “I do not 
think it possible for a scorpion act- 
ually to burrow into the flesh.” 
What then is the result of telling 
such a tale? Frankly, it is to me 
a sufficient reason for disbelieving 
overy word that the writer anys. 
I do not mean that I disbelieve 
the book in which I met with 
the story. A man may be misled 
by his-authorities, But I find It 
impoarsible to believe a word of 
the pamphlet in which tho story 
originally occurred. Then why,. 
tell such tales? A friend to
